DETAILED ACTION 

Introduction 

Claims 1-16 have been canceled. 
Claims 17-30 have been added. 

Claims 17-30 are presently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 17-30, the prior arts do not disclose the directional antenna configured 
to suppress the transmission of an acknowledgement message when the message is correctly 
received, wherein the suppression of the acknowledgement message forces a retransmission of 
the message; the directional antenna configured to suppress the transmission of an acknowledge 
message and receive further retransmissions of the message at new directional angles until a 
desired received signal quality of the message is achieved.
